Second paragraph - “For appearance, the deflection of the shaft shall 
be limited to 1 degree 10 minutes rotetion.. .' Because of your 
limitation of top diameter (1.е., 4-1/2" 0. D.), we cannot comply with 
the desired rotation requirement if we must consider an 8 foot long 
mast arm with а luminaire of 3.2 square/feet in 80 MPH wind with а 
30 percent gust factor. Our angular rotation will be approximately ? 
degrees as shown on attached calculations. 


Further we doubt, due to the dimensional specification on 
diameter and the physica) properties of fiberglass reinforced 
plastics, that any manufacturer can meet this requirement. However, 
due to our method of manufacture which includes layers of chopped 
strand mat and non-crossing of longitudinal filaments higher 
torsional displacement is of no consequence. This may ог may not be 
true for manufacturing processes that wind continuous filaments ina 
helix around the pole axis as the sole source of fiber reinforcement.

Dear Mr. Wechsler: 


In your March 13 letter you requested acceptance, for use on Federal- 
aid highway projects, of different sizes of fiberglass-reinforced 
plastic poles produced and distributed by your company. In support 
of your request you enclosed a Southwest Research Institute research 
report, "Impact Test of Direct Burial Fiberglass Pole." 


As described in the report, the tested pole had an overall length 

of 34 feet 7 inches and weight of 145 pounds. It had a diameter at 

the bottom of 11.9 inches which tapered to a diameter of 4.4 inches 

at the top. The pole was embedded 5 feet in a type 5-1 (strong) soil 
described in NCHRP Report 230. A 50-pound weight was attached at 

the end of a 6-foot mast arm at the top of the pole to simulate the 
weight of a lighting fixture. A 2250-pound pendulum mass fitted with 

a standard crushable nose impacted the pole 18 inches above grade 

at a speed of 20 m.p.h. The access door of the pole faced the striking 
pendulum. 


The impact caused the wall nearest the pendulum mass to collapse and 
initiate fracture of the pole. The pendulum pitched downward as it 
continued in its movement and caused the upper portion of the pole 

to separate and be thrown away from the impact area. This test yielded 
an occupant compartment impact velocity of 13.72 ft./sec. with a 0.0g 
ridedown acceleration. An upper limit value of 15.7 ft./sec. occupant 
compartment impact velocity is implied in the 1975 AASHTO Standard 
Specifications for Structural Supports for Highway Signs, Luminaires 
and Traffic Signals. Thus, the tested pole satisfied the acceptance 
criteria for breakaway poles. 


From our discussions with you, and from your April 12 letter, we infer 
that several of your direct embedment poles that are weaker than the 
tested pole will also pass the pendulum crash-test when embedded in 

a soil approximating the strong test soil. The poles that are acceptable 
for use on Federal-aid highway projects if proposed by a State highway 
agency are those bearing the following catalogue numbers in the list
